This  season  ended  the  basketball  career  of  four  Seniors,  Captain  Ellen 
Garner,  Evelyn  Eatherton,  Madeline  Bolish,  and  Helen  Wilcox,  but  I  am 
sure  they  will  be  with  the  team  as  they  go  on  playing  next  year. 

Nine  of  the  girls  received  letters  for  playing  a  required  number  of 
quarters.  The  managers  also  received  letters  for  their  capable  work  with 
the  team  and  all  the  other  members  of  the  team  received  numerals  for 
their  faithful  observance  of  practice  rules  and  their  loyalty  shown  by  re- 
maining on  the  squad  during  the  whole  season. 

Our  success  in  this  year's  work  is  due  to  the  team's  co-operation  and 
good  sportsmanship  and  also  to  our  coach,  Miss  Beatty,  although  at  times 
it  was  rather  hard  to  keep  her  training  rules. 

We,  the  departing  Seniors,  wish  next  year's  team  and  coach  much  suc- 
cess.
